On the train, Nebraska, Sunday

Well, I finalls hit the West which 
I have always wanted to see, It is 
more West than I thought it would 
be, some small ranches and some 
large ones, Boy, it is a pretty sight 
these ranch houses set in amongst 
a few trees.

Rise in Pork Prices. Considered Likely; 
Washington Correspondents Discuss 
‘Jitters’ of War Rumors.

WASHINGTON.-—-‘‘Pigs is Pigs’— 
that was the name of one of the 
funniest short stories ever written.
